Damages Near the Elver's 
Mouth. 

A Careful Estimate of the Losses 
Which the Overflow Has 
Entailed.

Ranches Buried at Golden— Consider- 
able Tracts of Fertile Laud 
Still Untouched. 

(Special to tho Colonibt.1 

Vancouver, June 7.— Tho Dominion 
Government havo intimated that if they 
should appropriate any Bum for the relief of 
the aufferers by tho flood they would re- 
quire authontio reports as to tho aotual loas 
sustained. Acliog upon this idea, your 
reprcaentative made exhaustive inquiries 
among the pioneer Bottlers and property 
owners in tho valley, who, doairing to mako 
truthful and careful computations, wore 
partioular not to exaggorato tho loasea ; in 
every oaae the minimum amount being given. 

Mr. Shannon, of Vancouver, a gentleman 
possessing a wide knowledge of tho Frasor 
river settlement, being a pioneer of 35 yeura 
atanding, aided very materially in locating 
tho Hooded distriotB and tho number of aorea 
under cultivatiou, eto. 

The Delta, at the river'a mouth on the 
south side, in high land and very little if any 
land waa inundated. There are 220,000 
acres of land in tho municipality and the 
crops on cultivated land look vory promis- 
ing. Surrey, tho centre of tho municipality 
out by the Groat Northern, which is under 
water two feet, ia nine miles ,by ton in 
area. The municipality has been only 
slightly affeotod by the high water. At 
Brownsville tho loaa to tho milk ranohora is 
about 51,000. The municipality ia thinly 
populated. 

The Langley municipality ia about ten 
miles long and nino wide, and contains 
2,500 people. Thirty farmora IoBt all thoir 
crops, but many farniB escaped the floods. 
There wore awine, warehouses, household 
furniture, i bridges, foncoa lost ; bridges, 
£2,500 ; crona, $15,000 ; household furni- 
ture, eto., 815,000. Total, $32,000. Among 
the principal losora at Langley wero Mrs. 
Towle, Jamoa Taylor, James HouBton, of 
old Hudson Bay daya ; Kenneth MorriBon, 
an old-time Hudson Bay official ; Otto 
Wilkio, A. Cameron, Towner, of the old 
Rosfleau farm, and Moaea Graft. 

Matequi is a newly Bottled municipality 
with an area of about 8 by 10 miles, claim- 
ing about 600 settlors. Thejdyke, it is olaim- 
od, was poorly conatruoted. It broko in 
1877, again in 1878, and aftorwarda a Vic- 
toria company attempted to patch it, but in 
the recent floodB it waa at an early poriod 
demoralized. There wore 000 acres of land 
under crop. The loss in orop, hogs, eto., ia 
estimated at $10,000; fences, fruit treca, 
etc., $G,000; bridges, etc , $1,800; total, 
$16,800. Tho principal loaera are Mosara. 
Page, Nicholson, Slmms, Merchon and 
Purvia. 

Sumas, twelve miloB by seven, is all 
flooded. Tho cattlo wero saved by boing 
driven to the mountainn, where the people 
are living in camp. Two thousand five 
hundred acres of crops were loa5, valuod at 
$20,000; furniture, barns, fences, etc, an- 
other $20,000 ; total, $40,000 Among tho 
principal losera are Dave Millor,atorokooper, 
an old rcaideut; Cheater Chetaay, George 
Chetsoy, Donald MoGillivray, William 
Chetsey, Harry Barker, Mra. Campbell, 
Aokerman and J. Smith. 

Chilliwaok and islanda havo two thousand 
five hundred people, aixteon hundred of 
them farmerB. Their farms aro all highly 
cultivated. It ia the oldeat settlement on 
tho Frasor ; tho cropa are an ontiro loaa. 
There aro about 65,000 acres" of farm land, 
and half waa under crops of fruit. Tho 
minimum loss ia estimated at $300,000 to 
crops, and $10,000 chattols, bridges, oto. 
Total, $310,000 Amonu tho heavy losera 
are C. Evans, W. Kickbuah, — Dunnvillo, 
M. Sweotman, A. C. Wolls, Jonathan Reeeo, 
J. McCutchen, Isaao Kipp, Reuben Kowle, 
Wm. Bell, John Bell, Win. Priest, Henry 
Kipp, Geo. Bumford, Chaa. Brown, C 
Rider, Donald and Milton Gillandora, J. H. 
Bent, W. II. Dewolf, Mesara. Henderson, 
T. Kitchon, M P. P., D. Welder and David 
Nellis on tho north aide of the river. 

In Riohmond municipality there is little 
if nuy damage to the cropa. The damage 
to tho North Arm bridge is $2,000. One 
hundred acres of Delta land aro flooded at u 
Iosb of about $7,000. Mr. Woodward ia tho 
principal loaer. 

South Vancouver, elovon milea fronting 
on the Eraser, is uninjured. 

In Burnaby threo-and-a holf milea front- 
on the Eraser, there ia no damage. 

In Coquitlam, area nino by Bix miles, 
there aro tifty sottlera. Tho losa by crops, 
fenccB, otc, ia $8,000. The principal losers 
are Messra, Keofer, McLean, Stewart and^ 
the present owner of the old McLean farm. 

At Maple Ridge, thirteen milea tquare, 
there aro 300 people, 600 boing alluded 
by tho HoodB. Tho water did not break the 
dyke, but wont around it and finally over 
it. A largo area ia not cultivated exten- 
sively. MoBt of tho Pitt Meadowa aro in 
thia municipality. Tho total loss is esti- 
mated at $30,000. Tho principal aullerera 
are : Messrs. Harris, Cook and Bonaon, 
(Westminster), tho Westminster und Van- 
couver syndicate ; Sam Robinaon, the old 
Hudaon Bay employe; Peter Baker, John 
Creighton and Spillbury. 

Mission— Soven by nino miles, with -100 
settlers. Tho wholo front of the municipal- 
ity facing the river inundated ;' tho water 
is ovpr tho railway track throe feet deop ; 
150 sottlera aro affected. Tho loss of chat- 
tels, houses and crops is estimated at $50,- 
000. The principal losers aro MesBrs. Pres- 
ton, MoConnoll, Cox, Bruno, Ered. Hughoa, 
Jamee Munro and John Morton. 

Dewdnev baa an area cf five miles by 
eight ; 200 people in all havo sullcrod and 
thu dyko destroyed. It was at Halzio that 
the first damage from tho floods occurred. 
Cropa, cattle, hogs, furnitnre, otc, have 
been destroyed to tho value of $35,000. 
Among the InBora aro MesarB. Wolla, Grant, 
McKonney, Clark, Johnson, TL P. Bales, R 
Gardiner, Jno. Vasey, and Captain Thomp- 
son. 

Nioomon— Eight miles by seven ; 250 
acttlera. Nioomen island, twelve miles by 
two, ia from fivo to twenty fcot under 
water. On tho ialand containing 100 set 
tiers tho loss ou fences and buildings, cat 
t'e, etc, ia $50,000. Tho principal sufferers 



are James Ccromho, Samuel McDonald, 
Peter Finch, Jos. Braxil and La Prie. 

Along twelve niiea between Nicomen and 
the Yale districl there aro 200 sottlera. 
Several hop farnfl are inundated, If the 
weather keeps ciol the hops will not be 
spoiled. The lois, all told, ia $8,000. The 
larger portion is borne by Sir Arthur Step- 
ney, Messra. Gorell, Hummeraloy, Walker, 
Size and Lane. 

In the Yale district, including Ruby 
Creek, Katz Landing and Hopo, after which 
tho valley narrovs, precluding settlement, 
the loea ia roughly estimated at $8,000. 

Though the Fiasor is 1,050 milea long all 
the damage was done in 100 miles be- 
tween Ladners »nd Yalo, and then com- 
paratively a small portion was affected by 
the floods. Tho high lands aro rioh but the 
low landa are richer, and sottlera preferrod 
running the risk of loss in tho low land 
whoro they oould got so much moro out 
of an aero of land. Immense Btretchos of 
high lands of greit richness were untouched 
by the wator, among them Clover 
Valloy, Langley Prairie, Hall's Prairie, 
Alder Grove, and on these lands 
crops look unusually promiaing. 
Tho yoar after tho floods of 1882 the 
low lauds produood extraordinary crops, 
owing to the peculiar sediment left on tho 
ground by the Eraser. It will be the same 
iu 1804. There is lota of room for settle- 
ment on the high landa of the Eraser. 

The losses mentioned amount io nearly 
half a million and tho numerous flooded asc- 
tiona of small extent not chronicled, to- 
gether with tho damage on the Kettle, 
White, Thompson and Columbia rivers, 
would bring it up to half a million. Earl 
Aberdeen's ranch ha8 boon completely do- 
moralized. On Kofctle river not ono bridge 
waa left all tho way along. At Goldon a 
number of ranohes wero buried. From 
Enderby to tho main line the whole track 
was washed away and tho branch lino will 
not be operated for some timo, Mission 
creek flooded tho wholo valley, and tho 
Spallumchcen river and Spilkameen rivers 
camo through the Indian village and buried 
it seventy feet. The estimated loss ia a 
conservative ono, 

Dlscournclnir Reports. 

New Westminster, June 7. — (Spooiul) — 
Tho news from up river wbb discouraging 
this evening. During tho night tho water 
began to rise at Katz Lauding and roae four 
inches, while at Spuzzum (above Yale) the 
flood increased by Beven inches. At 2 
o'clock thia afternoon specials were re- 
ceived from both points etating that the 
rUe had coaBed and a fall was expected. No 
change in tho Bituation is reported from up 
the river. Tho water has dropped several 
inches, and the families who wore requiring 
Btoamboat assiatanco to remove thoir oattle 
have all been attended to. The Bteamer 
Gladya with Hon. Col. Baker returned to 
port last night, and the steamor Blonde thiB 
morning. 

High tide thia morning brought the water 
an inoh above yesterday's record, raiBing 
the freBhet high mark of 1894 to five inohea 
above the top notch of 1882. The tides will 
be smaller for several days and before they 
begin to grow again, it is expected that a 
considerable fall will have occurred along 
tho river. At 5 o'olock last evening Rich- 
ard London's wharf on Westham island waa 
swept away by tho flood, and a few minutes 
ater the bank caved in taking 600 feet of 
dyko with it. The water ruahed in 
and covered the farma of Messrs. Robinson, 
Trow, Gilmour, JJ. MoDonnel and James 
Falconer, to a depth of throe feet. A groat 
many swine and cattle wero in danger of 
drowning, and good assistance in saving 
them wbb lent by the crew of the Bteamer 
Edgar. Between aoven and eight o'clock the 
dyke gave way lowor down and the farma of 
C. Albertson and John Kirkland woro flood- 
ed, The cropa of all will bo seriously dam- 
aged. Men labored all night and to-day re- 
pairing breaks, and it waa hoped work 
would bo sufficiently advanced by thia oven- 
ing to keep back the high tide to-night. 
Tho damogo to Alexander Ewon's ranch 
on Lulu Island by the break of McGilli- 
vray'a dyke ia between $5,000 and $10,000, 
aome valuable improvemontebeing deatroyed. 
Tho wator has covered tho low lying farma 
at Keatsy. 

Tho relief oommittoe appointed by tho 
Board of Trade, met at 9 o'clock thia morn- 
ing, ull tho mombera being presont. After 
dismission on the situation tho following 
resolution waa carried : " That the Secre 
tary bo requested to write the various boards 
of trade and munioipal oounoils iu the 
Province, inviting them to Bend 
representative or representatives to 
moot thiB committee at tho Board of 
Trade rooms here on Tuesday tho 24th at 
7 p.m. and that tho preBidont arrange with 
tho Premier for a momber of tho Govern- 
ment to be present on that occasion to con 
aider what stcpa should bo taken in viow of 
tho present disastrous floods in the Fruser 
river valloy; and it ia earneatly requoated 
that as many representatives as can possibly 
attend should do ao aa thia ia a matter of 
pressing and provincial importance." 

Tho City Council of Nanaimo haB decided 
to devoto every dollar that oan be spared to 
tho fund for tho benefit of tho sufferers by 
the Mainland flood. 

No Eastern mails have been received in 
Viotoria for some days, and none aro ex 
pected until Monday or Tuesday next.

He Meets His Death in the Surf oil' 
Sombrio Head While Seeking 
His New Home. 

Tne hermit of Trial ialand ia dead ; the 
man whoae life haa been a series of lonely 
vigils in out of the way ploces bos closed his 
career in a manner quite in keeping with 
his method of living. The steamer Mts- 
chief, Captain Foot, recently made a trip 
over to San Juan river in search of wreckage 
from the lumber schooner Norway, but the 
weather proved so rough that the steamer 
waa compelled to turn back yesterday. A 
call was made at Jordan river, whore Louis, 
the telograph operator, reported the death 
of a queer character who bad been 
living on a small island in that vicinity. 
It appears that the man had been over to 
Victoria on the 24th of May for supplies, 
which were to bo used in connection with 
aome experiments in tho making of Bait, 
which haB occupied the attention of the her- 
mit for some time post. Tho weather on 
the return voyage was very rough and as 
tho daya went by with no signs of the man 
doubts began to arise aa to hia safety. A 
search resulted in the finding of his little 
boat near Sombrio head. It waB badly 
broken up and the Burf in that vicinity is bo 
Btrong that no man could poaaibly survive 
such an aocidenb. Tho currenta have prob- 
ably carried tho body awey, as up to tho 
present time no traco of it haB been found. 

The Btory of the Hormit of Trial Ialand 
oppoared in the Colonist of March 24, 1893. 
Ho first attracted notice by a spring gun 
set at his hut on the island and discovered 
by a chanoe visitor. To a Colonist re- 
porter he gave the outlines of a life story 
whioh would have gladdened the heart of 
Defoe. Born on ono of tho Thousand 
Islands in the St. Lawrence, circumstances 
had stamped him with a strong pre-natal 
instinct which through life impelled him to 
shun tho ordinary walks of life. 
Aa manhood came on he shoek off thiB 
feeling and for a time mingled with his fel- 
low men. Fate, however, proved too 
strong, and stricken with a lifo Borrow he 
fell out of tho busy ranka, and from that 
timo hia lifo was spent in moving from one 
lonely spot to another. His choice always 
fell on some small island. Here ho would 
begin with nothing but a fow crudo tools, 
generally hia own mako, and from whatevor 
driftwood ho found handy ho would con- 
struct a homo. Strangely deft in many 
waya, these huts were Boon filled with pro- 
ducts of his skill which put to thamo the 
average mechanic in a dozou trades. 

Many wero tho experiments with which 
ho whilod away the long hours. Ho had 
discovered a method by means of whioh 
fruits could bo compressed into a brick-like 
form and kept for any length of timo.

New Wkstm in stick, Juno 7.— Bishop 
Sillitoo's coudition was unchanged this 
afternoon, No improvement has taken 
plaeo in his Lordship's condition during tho 
last twenty-four hours, and it is believed 
tho end cannot bo far off. 

Mr. Win. JolniBton, who has boon slowly 
sinking for tho past two weoks, was very 
low this afternoon, and his death is believed 
to bo only a matter of a few hours.

NANAIMO. 

INanaimo, Juno 7.— A. Shaw, sr., is lying 
dangerously ill at his residence on Gabriola 
island, having mot with a sovoro accident on 
Tuesday morning, breaking two ribs and 
spraining both ankles. 

Tho Municipal Court of Revision will bo 
hold on Monday next. Six notices of appeal 
against alleged excessive assessments have 
been filed. 

Tho voters' list of Nanaimo city electoral 
district numbers 971. In North Nanaimo 
tho voters number 7li2, uud in South Na- 
naimo 1294. 

A concert and dance will bo given in 
Mahrer B opura house on tho ovoning of the 
20th instant, in aid of tho city hospital. 

Tho inquest into tho firo which took placj 
in this city on tho 6th May last, causing tho 
destruction of tho electric light works, 
Craig's carriage works, D. C. MoKebzie'a 
furniture factory and other buildings, prom- 
ises to be an intorminablo affair. It was 
oxpocted that tho investigation would havo 
boon concludod last evening, but at tho laBt 
moment fresh matter for discussion came 
up, tho outcome of D. C. MoKonzio's evi- 
dence. In making application for tho pay- 
ment of his insuranco money, Mr. McKenzie 
made a statutory declaration that to tho 
beat of his belief the firo was caused by hot 
ashes from the electric light works, care- 
lessly piled in the vicinity of his premises. 
This statement has caused tho electric 
light people considerable difficulty in secur- 
ing a settlement of their insurance claims, 
amounting to §12,000, accordingly Mr. II. 
A. Simpson has boon instructed to watch 
tho inquest and to learn if poBsiblo on what 
authority, if any, McKenzie made tho state- 
ment aforesaid. In tho witness box Mc- 
Kenzie said he was actuated in making tho 
declaration mentioned by casual comments 
of onlookers at the fire, and really know 
nothing whatever as to tho probable cause 
of the conflagration. McKonzie'a lawyer, 
Mr. \V. W. 15. Mclnnes, who was also 
present, objected to Mr. Simpson's course 
with regard to tho examination of his client 
and urged that an adjournment be granted 
in order that a numbor of witnesses might 
be producod who, Mr. Mclnnes hinted, 
would bo able to give evidenco that would 
go to show that the firo broko out in the 
basement of McKenzio's building and not in 
tho second story as alleged by the employes 
at tho light station. The adjournment was 
accordingly granted. 

Reportajust received from China Creek 
are that there is now little or no snow to in- 
terfere with work on the claims ; that a 
number of minors have already started 
operations, and that as much aa §S a day 
has been nude latoly by ouo party working 
on the creek. 

J. H. Simpson, solicitor for Goorgo Vi- 
pond in his suit against the Corporation, 
has given notioo of his inteution to enter an 
appeal against the judgment of Judge Har- 
rison. Tho ground of appeal is not yet 
stated. 

The Opposition party havo arranged for a 
series of meetings to bo held in town and t.t 
Wellington withing tho next few days. The 
first meeting takes place on Tuesday even- 
ing in the K of P. hall, Noithfield. 



LABOR DISTURBANCES. 

Troops Called Upon to Protect Coal Mines and 
Their Operatives. 

COLUMBUS, ,Juno7 — GovornorMcKinloy 
last night ordered.'Jl companiesof tho militia, 
1,200 men, to report immediately at Cam- 
bridge, tho sheriff wiring that a large force 
of miners would join the riotora at day- 
break. The govornor issued tho order on 
receipt of telegrams from tho sheriff of 
Guernsey county, stating that an organised 
band of miners had takun complete control 
of the B. & O railway at Mineral Point, 
sidetracking trains, obstructing the track 
with ties, storming the trains, and threaten- 
ing to burn property. 

Marion, 111., Juno. 7. — Three companies 
of militia guarded the train men last night 
while they got forty cars off tho sidetrack. 
Tho miners made no move. Tho sheriff cap- 
tured nix leaders for whom he had warrants. 

MoKeeSPOKT, Pa., June 7— The National 
Tube works was last night surrounded by 
5,000 strikers and sympathisers. No trouble 
is looked for unless an attempt is made to 
start thu workB. All trains aro watched 
for deputies but nouo havo arrived. A proc- 
lamation has been issued by tho mayor for 
special cflicers. Four citizens responded. 
Throe thousand strikers this [afternoon 
marched to Duquesne, two miles below, and 
forced .'150 men to quit work. 

Bloominoton, 111.. Juno 0. — A mob oi 
400 strikers has aasemblod at Bontonvillo 
and aro prepared to attack tho Littlo Bros, 
coal mine near Pekin. The Bhoriff went to 
tho mine with a posee; and tho strikers 
crossed tho Illinois on boata and wore met 
by the sheriff who commanded the peace in 
vain. Led by u stalwart miner with a re- 
volver in each hand thoy charged on tho 
mine of Little Bros. Thoir two sona and 
John Jackson, colored, retroated into the 
tower over tho shaft and opened fire on 
tho mob, aomo of whom foil. Tho firo was 
returned and tho men in tho tower hoisted 
a white flag. Tho firing was hotly continued 
and tho towor riddled with bullots, tho shaft 
set on firo and tho air shaft closod. Crowda 
fled aa it was foared the powder houao 
might bo ignited. Of tho besieged Jackson 
was killed, Ed. Little shot in tho breast 
and may die, Peter Littlo shot in tho arm. 
Eight or ton miners wore in tho shaft and it 
is foarod all aro Buffocatod.

Evanhton, Wyo., Juno 7.— Ninoteon 
oommonwcalors arroBbd by United Statos 
M»rahal Rankin May 13, at Fossil, Unitah 
county, and ooufinod it j»il at Green River 
since, havo been triod >y Judgo Riner for 
contompt of court. Foui boys and one man 
woro discharged, four bo/a woro given ten 
aays and ton wuro givei thirty daya in 
Unitah county jail. Tiny .woro part of 
tho army that left Portland May 1. 
Judge Riner was very severo in denuncia- 
tion of tho Coxoy movement toward Wash- 
ington and told them they jould accomplish 
nothing by going there. Hb admitted thoir 
right oi petition, but denied thoir right to 
present their grievances in person. It should 
bo dono through their representatives in 
congrose. Ho aays tho so-called industrial 
army is a vast conspiracy to onforco trans- 
portation without compensation and also 
subsistence without paying for it. 

ParkbrsuURQ, W. Va. , Juno 7. — Fry's 
army boing refusod aid by citizens and 
obliged to aleop iu tho open uir during a 
drenching rain on Tuesday morning, split 
into three sections.

Sun Francisco Police Visit the Dens In China-

San Francisco, June 7 — When tho

Tho ser- 
geant is convinced that he can put an end to 
gambling in Chinatown. Tho Chineao whose 
property was destroyed by tho police will 
light for redress in tho courts.

Tho epidemic 
baa assumed a virulent form In six hnura 
thirty-three deaths were reported in Hong 
kong. Tho plague baa its origin in filth and 
dirt, and thrives host in tho poorer quar- 
ters.

INFORMATION NEEDED. 

Inquiries aro boinR made from all quar- 
ters as to tho extent of tho damage dono by 
the floods and the numbor of porsons need- 
ing relief. It is impossible at presont to 
givo definite answers to theso questions 
Tho flooded country is still under water 
Travel through the inundated distriot ia 
difficult. Communication by telegraph is 
broken. Mails oannot bo conveyed with 
anything like regularity. In faot every 
thing in tho valley of the FraBer is in a stato 
of chaos. Tho victims of tho Hood do not 
yet know tho extent of their lo3S. And it 
■ will bo some time beforo tho full particular! 
aro known. That there is diatrees, and that 
there will be distrens in the valley of tho 
Fraser, is cortuin. Man and beast are suf 
fering there now for want of food and other 
necessaries. 

The Government is doing all it can to 
relievo tho suffering. Two of its mem 
berd, tho Premier and tho Provincial Secre 
tary, have been in tho flooded districts to 
bring relief to those who can bo roached now 
and to organise a system by moans of which 
thoso needing help can bo assisted when the 
extontof thoir destitution is known. 

It is believed that food, both for men and 
cattle, is urgently needed, and that whan 
tho waters subside tho settler will need 
potatoes and perhaps grain for seed, and 
thoy will require lumbor to build new 
houses and fences and to repair old 
ones. Relief committees will have 
to bo formed immediately and must 
get to work us soon aa it ia known 
what there is to bo dono. Want of informa 
tioo is what is now most needed by those 
who aro ready to extend a helping hand 
to the sufferers by tho flood. A large 
proportion of what is now sa;d 
about the extent of tho damage 
done and the number of persoi.s 
elusions too hustily in this matter. Tho 
needing help is mere surmise. It 
is not in our opinion wise to jump at con- 
diatress u,*y bo far greater than asy 
oven imagines, or it may not be so great as 
some represent it to be. Thero is nothing 
like certainty as yet about them atter. It 
would bo cruol to under-estimate tho noede 
and the numbers of tho Bufforers, and it 
would bo imprudent to oxiggerate the ex- 
tent of the distresa. Tho best thing to do 
now is to wait and bo ready to givo when 
tho number and the needs of thoso requiring 
help are bettor known. 

Sinco tho above was written we have seen 
Col. Baker's graphic and comprehensive 
description of the Btato of tho flooded coun- 
try. From that the intelligent reader will 
be able to form a protty correct opinion of 
what ia noeded for tho distriot and when it 
will ho needed. 



MR. CHARLTON'S SUNDAY BILL. 

Wo see that Mr. Charlton has at last sue 
ceeded in doing, an ho thinks, something to 
discourago tho Sunday newspaper. Somo 
of thoao who known nothing about the in- 
ternal economy of a uowspaper office regard 
the Sunday newspaper with aomothing like 
horror. It is an abomination in their sight 
— thoy would hardly touch it with a pair of 
tongs. Tho Monday uowspaper, on tho 
other hand, they contemplate with com 
placency and read with satisfaction. If 
thoy know aa much as thoy ought to know 
before they pronounce a positive opinion on 
the comparative moral merits of tho two 
papers, they would regard them very differ 
ently indoed. Tho nowspaper man knows 
that thoro ia many times moro Sunday work 
done on a Monday morning paper 
than on a Sunday morning paper. 
The Eastern nowspaper worker, whoth 
er editor, reportor or compositor, 
when ho oomos to British Columbia is do 
lighted with tho arrangement that exiats 
with roBpect to morning papers. When in 
tho East, oxoept whon ho waa out of work, 
ho never had aa unbrokon Sunday to him 
8 olf. Ho was disturbed throughout tho 
whole day by either work or tho thought 
that work requirod. In British Colum- 
bia tho Lord's Day is to him, from early 
niorninK to midnight, a day of rest. Thero 
boing no papor on Monday morning, he has 
no work to do and no preparation for work 
to mako. Ho enjoys Mb day of rest, and ho, 
if ho has a heart in his broast, feole thank- 
ful to tho considerate and really Sabbath 
loving peoplo who do not insist upon having 



their daily paper left at thoir doors early on 
Monday morning. He oannot help think- 
ing that those who are ehookod at the 
idea of a Sunday paper and still enjoy 
their Monday morning aheofc with- 
out a qualm of consoience, resemble 
vory much the people whom he used 
to read about that wore pleased when the 
outside of tho oup and plattor wore clean 
and did not tako the trouble to inquire into 
tho state of their inner surface. 
Ho knows from experience that 
to object to the Sunday morning 
paper while taking, reading and paying 
for tho Monday morning paper is pharisee- 
iBtn of tho moat offensive kind. Tho man 
who established tho oustom of publishing a 
paper on Sundoy morning and refraining 
from publishing ouo on Monday morning, was 
a tmo lovor of tho Day of Rest and an In- 
telligent observer of tho Lord's Day. 



A FOOLISH BLUNDER. 

The Times asserts, and apparently with 
groat glee, that Mr. Vernon haa supplied a 
" new namo " for tho Britiah Pacific project, 
namely, "Tho Great Western Humbug." 
Thia expreaaion occurs in the report of a 
apoech delivered by the Hon. Mr. Vernon, 
and it is eo clearly a part of tho reporter's 
narrative that wo are groatly surprised at 
tho want of intelligence displayed by the 
Times in attributing it to Mr. VernoD. 
After giving a brief report of what the Min- 
ister of L»nds and Works said about the 
finances of tho Province tho reporter goes 
on to aay : " Tho Great Wostern humbug 
waB tho next point touched upon." 
Any reader of the slighteat intelligence 
seeo that tho reportor never intended that 
theso words should bo taken as Mr. Ver- 
noii'd. Thoy aro uaed purely to connect one 
part of tho report with another, and wero 
hia own and no ono elae'a. Wo truat that 
tho Timoa haa moro regard for its own 
roputation for intelligence and moro common 
honoety than to persist in attributing tho 
expression to Mr. Vornon.

air or something even more unsubstantial 
when they are seriously inquired into. The 
faot ia, when tho story-teller is rtquirod to 
produce evidenco to substantiate hia narra- 
tive he in ninety-nine caaea out of a hundred 
baoka down ingiorioualy. It turna out that 
ho haa oither manufactured the story him- 
Bolf out of wholo oloth or haa awollowod it 
without inquiry from some notorioua poli- 
tical calumniator. We repeat that if 'mat- 
ters uro as the editor of tho News- Advertiser 
represents them to be ho aud hia fellow- 
membera of tho Opposition wero traitors to 
thoso who sent thorn to tho Legialaturo 
when they did not demand an official in- 
quiry into the way in whioh tho money 
appropriated by tho LegiBlativo Assembly 
had boen expended. 

Tho Premier, however, in his Westmin- 
ster speech, vory effectually disposed of this 
accusation when he showod that the districts 
which opposed his Government wero as well 
troatod as regards appropriations aa those 
whioh supported it.

STILL PL A NK-MA KINO. 

Thq editor of the News-Advertisor still 
continues to occupy himself in making 
planks for tho Opposition platform. He 
ovidently considers that ho is tho Opposi- 
tion, and that what ho asserts must ba as 
sented to by it3 momberB, and that what he 
dictatea muat be adopted. 

"The Public Works plank " ia tho last 
that ho has attempted to fashion. In 
material it iB identical with that on which 
tho Government has stood ao long and so 
firmly. So closely does it resemble it that 
if the plank-maker'a honeaty waa not beyond 
question, wo would be apt to suspoct that it 
was stolen from tho Government's timber 
yard. All that tho Advertisor olaiina ia that 
tho Opposition will make a hotter uso of the 
plank than tho Government has done. This 
ia a very old story. Oppositions, according 
to their own showing, aro alwaya wiser, 
honester and moro judicious than the Gov- 
ernment they aro endeavoring to supplant. 
If wo believed them we should conclude that 
they possoss all tho good qualities that Gov- 
ernments should have and none of the view, 
tho follies, or tho weaknesses that Govern- 
ments sometimes dibplay. 

According to tho Kows-Advertiser the ad- 
ministration of tho public works of the 
Province haa been everything that ia bad, 
and the Opposition's administration, when 
it gets into power, will be everything that 
is good. It repeats the accusations 
that have boen made against the 
Government's administration of the 
Public Works Department during the 
laat five or six years, but curiously enough 
it does not substantiate a single ono of 
thoee accusations by anything thut sensible 
men regard as evidence. Random chargoa 
made by tho Government's opponents and 
unconfirmed Opposition newspaper reports 
are what it relies upon to substantiate its 
unqualified statement that tho money ox 
ponded on public works has been "disbursed 
aa a hugo electioneering fund." 

If thia haa been tho ciso, what havo tho 
Opposition been about that thoy havo not 
long oro thia called tho Government to ac 
count for misappropriating tho publio 
monoy ? Why havo they not demanded an 
inquiry into the way in which tho money 
appropriated for roads and bridges and 
other public works haa been cxpendod ? If 
what tho Nowa-Advortiaer says is truo, or 
anything liko truo, tho Opposition woro most 
unfaithful whon thoy did not try to compel 
tho Govornmont to give an account of how 
every dollar of tho money voted by the 
Houso of Assembly for publio worko waa 
spent. If what the News-Advertiser Bays 
is not an unmitigated falsehood nothing 
could havo been oasier than to have col 
loctod tho particulars of a numbor of cases 
of unnecessary and extravagant cxpondituro 
andpublishod thorn, so that tho people might 
know how thoir money had boon ex- 
pended. A few specific cases of this kind 
attested to by mon whose credibility could 
not be questioned, would bo worth all the 
denunciatory editorials that the oditor of 
tho News-Advortiser can writo during the 
summer month?.

Flinton, Rev. G. W. Birker, Rev. G. H. 
Marivnod and Rev. W. W. Bolton. Hymn 
No. 352 wab sung as a processional, and 
■Canon Beanlanda conducted tho first part of 
the service, Rev. C. S. Scholefield reading 
tho spocial lesson— Ephesiana IV. After an-

James Drinkwator, tho young 
man who waB badly orushod between two 
loga at Barclay Sound a few woeks ago, ia 
improving and will, it is expected, soon bo 
round again. Tho pasaongera from the 
Coast on tho Maudo aro Mrs. James Sutton, 
Miss Margotisb, Mr. Bonwaltors, wife and 
two childron, and Messrs. C. Diwley and 
F. Stookham. Col. Withrow, an American 
capitalist, and Prof. Duosuap, wero also 
paaBongera on tho atoamcr, having made tho 
round trip for tho purpose of seeing and in 



epecting tho minoral deposits at Barclay 
Sound. Tho objects of their trip will, it is 
siid, shortly be demonstrated by practical 

results.

Then Bho hoard some- 
thing said about a surveyor, and he had Boid 
if he had known that he would not have 
acted aa he did, Starker Smith, tho defend 
ant, aaid that ho had no intimation that tho 
stake waa put in by a surveyor or he would 
not have pulled it up. Immodiatoly after 
ho was told by Mr. Hargravea that it was 
a surveyor's stake ho said ho would have 
actod differently if he had known, and went 
away. He eworo positively that a stake 
produced in court waa tho ono in question, in 
direct contradiction of tho witnesses for the 
Crown, who swore it waB not. The case 
had not yet gone to tho jury when the Court 
rose for the day.

Hon. Colonel Baker, Provinaial Soorotary, 
who haB been poraonally dirooting tho relief 
work in tho flooded diatriots of the Main- 
land during the past week, returned home 
yeBterday evening. He will go back to the 
scene of diatreBS to-night, tho general inun- 
dation of tho agricultural territory along tho 
Fraser requiring constant and onergotio ac- 
tion on the part of tho Government. No 
step has been or will bo neglootod to reach 
all aufferero and afford thom succor ; the 
past week haa been devotod principally to 
oarrying provisions, tents ond other neces- 
saries to the settlors who havo been driven 
from their homea, and in oonveying their 
atock to placea of aafoty. Thia duty haa 
neceaaitated night and day work on 
tho part of tho Government fleet of 
steamers, the Gladys alone having 
removed to high ground, with fodder avail- 
able. Tho Courser has rendered 
even groater service in thiB direction, 
her lightor draft permitting her to go where 
the GiadyB could not, and tho relief opera- 
tions havo demanded many miles of steam- 
ing where steamers have never been before, 
tho embarkation of tho stock being fre- 
quently attonded with both danger and 
difficulty. It is now gonerally boliovcd that 
the flood has roachod its height, and that 
the relief work will soon bo required to take 
the form of assistance to tho inhabitants in 
clearing their farms of tho debris deposited 
by tho rising wators, in rebuilding fonceB, 
and of furnishing seed aa aoon as tho ground 
is fit to receivo it. 

Col. Bakor epeaka in torma of the warmest 
praise of the assiBtanoo rondorod by Capt. 
Tatlow, who in Bis quiot way proved him- 
self an indefatigablo workor, and by Reeve 
Cawley, who had been energetically engaged 
in the battlo for days before ho (Col. Bakor) 
arrived on tho scene. Mr. Cawley's valu- 
ablo advice was especially wolcome, aa it 
enabled much to be accomplished which 
otherwise could not have beon; tho Reevo 
himself haa labored so persistently and so 
earnestly that it ia feared that ho haa Bori- 
ouBly overtaxed hia str<ngth in advancing 
tho important, work in hand, Col. Baker 
also commenda highly tho manner in which 
the oteamor officers have forwarded tho re- 
lief operations of tho Government, Captain 
Hana Burr of tho Gladys, and his mate, Mr. 
Charlea Seymour, being cxamplea of the un- 
tiring industry manifontod by all engaged 
with them. Tho Captain proved himaelf 
fully equal to all the many diffioultiea of 
navigation, and oheerfully Iubored both 
night and day so that as much good might 
be done, and aB quickly, as possible. Mr, 
Seymour seemed equally at homo in hand 
ling cattlo and discharging tho multifarious 
other unusual duties incidental to tho expe- 
dition aa in hia own particular Bphere, 
while valuable aid was also rendered by 
Mr, Bridgman, who accompanied Col. Baker 
aa secretary. The Colonel does not say any- 
thing of tho work ho himself haB boon do- 
ing, but residents of tho diatriot state that 
no ono haa displayed moro zoal or more dia 
rerzard for poraonal comfort or convenience in 
tho time when every helping hand available 
was required, than the Provinaial Soorotary, 
The Government have fully roalizod the dit 
Acuities and requirements of tho situation, 
and have proved themsolvos equal to tho dis- 
tressing emcrgoncy. 

When tho Gladys reached Bob Garnet's 
ranch on tho slough, tho tall hop poles, as 
woll aa tho fruit trees, woro found almost 
entirely submerged. About twenty families 
from Nicomon island were found encamped 
on tho Bido of Sumas mountain, and wero 
provided with toots, food and other supplies 
required. At Chilliwack town tho water 
waa up to the caves of the houses and many 
pictures of distress were presented. Near 
Wella' ranch (Luk-a-Kuk slough) tho 
steamer crossed a road by tho Bide of which 
ran a telegraph line, tho wires then being 
only a foot or two abovo the wafer, and tho 
necessity of tho occaaiou requiring that they 
be cut to allow tho steamer to paaa through 
to the relief of tho settlors. Drift and dobria 
brought tho Gladys in;o great danger on 
more than ono occaaion. aud once her wheol 
came within an aco of bsing destroyed by a 
passing ciant of tho forest. During tho trip, 
tho Bteamer at nno timo lay alongside the 
railway track, made fast to tho roils, and 
thua roceivod tho cattlo of tho neighborhood 
for transportation to Bafor quarters. 

Co 1 . Baker iB enthusiaatie in hia oxprea- 
siona of admbaton of tho starling tourogo 
and spirit evinced by tho Bottlers one and 
all ; none havo loat heart under their great 
trials, nor manifested any disposition of 
yiolding the battlo. Tho women especially 
have shown horoio dispositions during the 
fortnight puBt. Ono bravo wifo was found 
at Chilliwack, buBily working in water 
waist-deep, constructing a raft for imme- 
diate ueo should tho emergency require. All 
her aistera of tho district have been equally 
courageous, comforting their husbands and 
oncournging them to bear up and do the 
beat that can bo dono in tho faco of the diffi- 
culties and daugera of tho hour. 

' Tho question now arisos," aays Col. 
Biker, in roviowing the situation, " aa to 
what stops muBt be taken to fuco tho sorious 
difficulties of tho hour. Wo havo boforo ua 
farmers many of whom hove takon years 
to bring their land into a high stato of culti- 
vation. In Bomo cases this they could not 
do without mortgaging their properties. In 
addition to this they have had to boar tho 
effects of tho depression which haa existed 
agricultural matters for tho past fow 
yonra. Suddenly the terrible oalamity of 
the flood camo upon thorn as a climax to 
their unfortunato condition, Wo now find 
them with their crops utterly destroyed, 
their fences gone, their cultivated landa in 
many placea covered with huge piles of 
driftwood. 

" But thoro ia ono bright spot among all 
those Iobbcb, and that ia that tho cattle and 
Btock have boen saved for tho present, 
through tho nsaiBtanco rondorod by the 
Government. If, however, thiB stock ia to 
bo saved for tho fut ure, meana muat bo found 
for providing winter food. ThiB can only be 
dono by furnishing tho farmers at onco with 
soed, in order that it may be put into the 
ground juBt as soon aa tho water aubsides. 
The seods availablo would bo potatoes, oats 
for hay, barley aa food for the hoga, Hun- 
garian grass and millet, and turnips. 

" It iB tho intention of tho govornmont to 
at once provido this Beod for tho farmers, so 
that it may bo ready for immediate service 
when tho water disappears. Foncoa will 
also havo to bo replaced, and bridges put in, 
so as to ronow c unmunloation for the sot- 
tiers. This work ueceiiaaiily will givo em- 
ployment to the farmers at wages, and it is 
to be hoped will aasiat thom to tide over 
their serious diffioultiea. 

" When wo consider tho pluck and manli- 
ness diaplayod by all tho Bottlers, without 
exception, there is no reason to fear that

Last Day's Sittiug of the Association 
and What Was Done 
At It. 



Everett Will Have the Meeting Next 
Year-New Chairmen 
of Committees. 



Djvotional oxorciaes led by Rev. W. Fie- 
wall opened the third sod last day's pro- 
ceedings of the Northwestern Baptibt Asao- 
ciatioa yesterday. 

Rev. J. Cairns road the report of the com- 
mittee on tho State of Roligion, which set 
forth : 

" That whilo acknowledging tho hand of 
G>d in the ealvntiou of upwards of '2',\0 toula 
during the past yonr, many have been de- 
ploring tho hird times instead of 'lifting 
up their eyes to the hills whence comoth our 
aid.' This together with tho disturbed 
state i f pastoral relations in many of our 
ohurchoa will ncaount for tho falling off of 
100 baptisms over last year. The only 
romody is more entire consecration to the 
service and power from on high ; then wo 
may overcome all t.ha barriers in tho Way of 
tho iSorth Pacific Coast Association for 
Christ and soul liberty. If wo uro indeed 
the backbone and balance wheol of Christian 
civilization, then let ua underruko great 
things for God and expect groat thinga from 
God " 

Rev. VV. C. Weir led the diacussion on 
tho report and waa followed by Rev. G. R. 
Cairns, Rev. J. Uairua, Rov. T. Baldwin, 
Rbv. D D. Proper and Rev. J. Sunderland. 
The report was adopted. 

'I he Foreign Mission report was read by 
Rev. J. H. Best. It pointed out that 
though receipts had fallen off during the 
last year that was not to bo taken as an in- 
dication of declining intoreot— rather in- 
deod had there been evidences pointing to 
increased interest. More pooplo had indeed 
offered themselves for service, tho study of 
the subject, by young people had increased 
and the readiness on the purt of so many 
churches, even though it involved great sac- 
rifice, to support missions, served to bear out 
this view. In tho past year fourteen 
churches, four Sunday schools and six youDg 
people's societies, representing all told 
eighte-n churches, gave the Missionary 
Union 0i2 Most encouraging reports 
came from the great far world mission fields. 
In the midst of all this came, however, a heavy 
debt on the Missionary Union. Under such 
circumstance i the committee recommi nfod : 
(1) To keep a mighty faith in God ; (2) 
Tnat educational work of fnreigu missions 
should go on in increased efficiency. Ignor- 
ance and not poverty ia the mother of apathy. 
1'attors have a grave responsibility and 
should Jpreaoh frequently on this subjee; ; 
the v f hoiilil also Eee that missionary litera 
ture is circulated. Young people should bo 
encouraged to Btudy missionary work, Sun- 
day schools provided with missionary papers 
and the work of tho circles encouraged. 
<o) Whether a ohuroh gives much or little, 
no year should pass without an opportunity 
being given the ontire membership to do 
what they can after a systematic plan and 
oacouraging young pooplo to give regularly 
and systematically. After a.discussion led 
by Rev. J. Sunderland, followed by Riv. G 
R Cairns and Rov. D. 1). Proper, the le 
port was adopted. 

" Religious literaturo was toported upon 
by the committee composed of Rov. D D. 
Proper, Rev. C. A. Salyer and Rev. C. M. 
Williams. The printing press, it hold, is one 
of the chief factors in this ago of progress 
and its insciun oatality has been a powerful 
agent for the advance of tho gospel. On the 
other hand it had been a marvellous power 
for tho spread of evil and a large part of tho 
li'e'atuie of the age is " saturated with the 
loprosy of sin." There is a class of reading 
which though not grossly immoral is yet ex- 
tremely worthless and enfeebling to the mind 
Much of this somewhat fascinating 
and Billy sentimentality which is dwell- 
ing the minds of tho young ia 
specially to be guarded ogainat. There 
ia also fictitious literaturo which 
presents false views and pictures of life 
utterly unfit for youthful readers. Iu this 
are included dime novels and cheap serials 
"reeking with iniquity." Tho reports of 
criminal proceedings illustrated with inde- 
cent pictures and " steaming with vico and 
vulgurity " after tho fashion of the Police 
Gazette are particularly pernicious in their 
tendencies. Ia view of these things the 
committee recommended that parents and 
preuchers should bo more careful to watch 
tho reading of tho young and as far as possi- 
ble put away this objectionable literature. 
They should endeavor to supply good 
healthy literature for old and young, and 
the denominational papers should be placed 
in the homo as f ir as practicable. Rev. D 
D. Proper opened tho discussion on the re- 
port and was followed by Kev. J. Teale of 
the Pacific Baptist, and Rov. J. C. Biker, 
tho first editor of that publication, 'tho re 
port was adopted and the meeting adjourned 
for recess. 

The report on Sunday schools was read by 
Rov. C. F. Brownlee after tho opening rx 
ercises of the efcornoon. It showed that 
during the year there had been 102 conver- 
sions, and §500 02 had been contributed for 
bonevolenco. T'hn attendanco hud been 
2 212, wiih .'107 officers. A more systematic 
system of Bcripture study waw rocommend- 
cd, tho " inductive" method being spoken 
of as a step in tho right direction. Rev. J. 
C. iiuker opened the discussion upon tho re- 
port, which was adopted. 

Rev. D. J. Pierce, principal of Seattle 
university, read tho report on education, 
which spoke of tho satisfactory results of tho 
educational institute within tho association 
with its cirps of Onristiau teachers. It urged 
that the University of Soattlo should be grant- 
ed its plea to be reoognized as tho central 
principal school of the educational system 
proposed some yours ago. A ministerial in- 
stitute of ono week, to bo hold during the 
first week cf August at tho University of 
Seattle, was recommended, to inaugurato a 
course of study for young ministers and 
students desiring tho published courBO in 
Hogliah. Tho British Columbian brethren 
were urged to consider moanB by which pre- 
paratory studies should bo held in the 
province in lino with tho resolution of 188.'i, 
proposing three schools at Centralia, Van- 
couver und Seattle. The report was adopt- 
ed, aa was a resolution moved by Rev. Mr. 
McEwen, praising tho work of Dr. Pierco 
and commending the college at Seattlo to 
the consideration of tho liaptists of tho 
Association, 

A report read by Rev. W. C. Weir in 
memory of fifteen departed mombera waB 
adopted. 

Everett waa ohosen as tho next placo of 
meeting to be hold on th i Tuosday after tho 
first Sunday in Juno, 18!)."), and to continuo 
for three days; Rev. J. H. BeBt to proaoh 



tho anniversary eermon with Rev. C. F. 
Brownlee as alternate. 

Roaolutions were adopted as follows: 
Affirming formor resolutions condemning 
the evils of the saloon and the 
liquor trafli.-; endorsing tho Puci- 
tic Baptist us a denominational paper; 
calling attention to tho impropriety of using 
undenominational helps in Sunday schools ; 
thanking tho press for excellent, impartial 
and full reports ; recommending tho organi- 
zation of young peoplb'a uoionB in all the 
ohutoieB; regretting the deficit in bene- 
volent leceiptM ; thanking the Baptists of 
Victoria for their hospitality; puinting out 
the importance of having pure literaturo in 
homes and d< plorirg that etory papers are 
more read than tho Bible ; and oudemning 
the uao of tobacco. 

Tho evening session was devoted to toplos 
connected with tho Young Peoplb's Union. 
Miss Lindbury read the Secretary's report 
and a plea for greater efforts in mission 
work by young peop'e. 

After a duot by Rev. Messrs. McEwen 
and R. G. Cairns, Rev. Mr. Finwuli spoko 
earnestly of how best to win young con- 
verts and tho neod of organizing Young 
People's Uuiona.

A BY-LAW 

To amend the Health By-Law, 1893. 

Tho Municipal Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria enacts as follows ; 

1. Section 18 of tho Health By-law, 1803. ia 
beroby repealed and tho following section is 
hereby enacted in substitution therefor: 

"10: Whonevor the Medical Health Olllcor 
boliovcB or suspects l hat any porton within, or 
arriving, or comlog within tho li rita of tho 
Municipality of tho Clt y of Victoria, is, or has 
lately been exprsed to infection, or t hat his or 
her clothing, or other effec ts cont .in, or have 
been exposed to.infcction, or has, or hnvo como 
from abroad or somo other plncc In widch any 
contagious or iiifostloua dlsoaso is, or ho has 
reason to believe ia endemic or epidemic, tho 
said Medical Hoalth Olllcor may cause any 
such person, bis or her clothing and effects to 
be removed to a separate borao or otherwise 
isolato him or her, and may atop, detain nnd 
examine any such person, his or her c'othing 
and other effects until, in the opinion of tho 
Medical Health Olllcor, tho period cf incuba- 
tion of the said contug'ous or infectious dia- 
ease shall have been completed, and tho said 
Medical Health Officer may disinfect or cause 
to bo disinfected, at audi place and in such 
manner na ho may consider moot convenient 
and boueflo al to tho preservation of public 
health, any such person, 1 ij or her clothing nnd 
effects." 

'Ibis By-Law may bo cited as tho " Healtb 
By-Law Amendment By-Law, 1801."

A BY-LAW 

For Regulating the Supply of Water 
by the City Water Works, and Fix- 
ing the Rates to be Paid Therefor. 

WHEREAS by the Corporation of Victoria 
Water Works A ot. 1873, tho Municipal Coun- 
cil of tho City of Victoria aro authorized and 
empowered to mako such by-laws as to thorn 
shall seem requisite and necesaary for (Intor 
alia) prohibiting tho soiling, disposing, giving 
away, neglect or wasto of water supplied 
by tho Water Works, and for regulating 
tho timo,. manner, extent and naturo of Ihu 
supply by tho said voika, tho touemenls or 
partloa to which and to whom tho same shall 
bo furnished, tho prico or prices to bo oxacted 
therefor, and each and every other mattor or 
thing relating to or connected therewith which 
it may bo necesairy or proper to direct, regu- 
lato or determine for issulngto t lie Inhabitants 
of the city a continued and abundant supply 
of pure and wholesome wator. 

And WHEREAS it is deemed cxpedlont to ro. 
peal tho existing by-laws relating to the mat- 
ters aforesaid, und to amend nnd re-enact tho 
same. 

Thkrkkokk the Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria enacts aa 
follows : 

Tho Waterworks Prohibition By law, 1877, 
Tho Wator Works Regulation lly-law. 1885, and 
Tho Wator Rate lly-law. 1£!)2, aro hereby sev- 
erally and respoetivoly repealed and tho fol- 
lowing By-law substituted therefor: 

2. It shall not bo lawful for any porson, boing 
thooccupint, tenant or Inmato of any house, 
or other wiso supplied with wator from tho 
Wator Works of tho City of Victoria to vend, 
sell or dispose of such water, or give it away to 
any person or persona whomsoever, unless in 
case of nctunl necessity, or pormit it to bo taken 

arried away by any porson or persona 
whomsoever, or to uao or apply It to the use or 
benelit of others, or to any other than to his, 
her or their own uso and bonellt, or to increase 
tho BUpply of water agreed for with the Wator 
Commissioner, or to wrongfully neglect or 1m. 
properly waato audi water. 

3. That any peraou or persona guilty of an in- 
fraction of any of tho provisions of tho last pre- 
ceding Bcction shall, upon conviction boforo 
any justice of ths peace before whom any pro- 
coalings may be tikon for tho enforcement 
thereof, on tho oath or affirmation of any cred- 
ible witness, forfeit and pay, at the discretion 
of tho said justice convicting, a penalty not ex- 
ceeding ono hundred dollars for each offence, 
together with the coBt of such prosecution, or 
shall bo imprisoned, at tho discrotlon of tho 
said lustlco convicting, for a term not exceed, 
ing throo calander months, with or without 
hard labor, and In dofault of payment of said 
flnoand costs forthwith it ahall and may bo 
lawful for iho justice convicting aa aforo- 
said to Issue a warinn; undor his hard and 
seal, to levy tho aald ponalty and costs, or costs 
only by distress and sale of the offender's, or 
offenders' goods and chattofa; and in caso of 
no tudlclent distress to satisfy the said penalty 
nnd costs, it shall, and may bo lawful for tho 
juBtlco convicting ns aforesaid, to commit tho 
oil'endor or offenders to prison for any period 
not oxcoedlng threo calendar months unless 
tho said penalty and costs be toonor paid. 

i, Tho ownor or occupier of each building 
using th* wator of tho said Wator Works 
shall, at hiB own expense, lay down anil pro- 
ylde, and at all times maintain and keep lu 
good condition, all tho pipes and apparatus 
upon his premises or for his u«e, of the d scrip 
tion, and subject to tho rules following, 
namely: auch pipes shall bo auti-corrosivo and 
laid to a depth ot not loss than sixteon inches 
below tho surfaco of the ground, and be provi- 
ded with a sufficient number of stop and wasto 
cocks, with handles placo.l above the surface 
of tho ground, by which tho water can bo abut 
off and all pipes exposed to frost drained dry 
when required ; and no consumer ahall run, or 
allow to iun, water to waste either to provoat 
pipca from bursting by frost or otherwise. 

6. Tho drawing (bib) stop and b ill cocks shall 
be Btrong nnd of hard brass, and of thu kind 
known as compression cocks, or auch other 
kind aa may bo sanctioned by tho Water Com- 
nla-iioneror City Engineer, and, in coiuta of 
house>a and other exposed places, shall bo pro- 
tected by a casing made to open with a key 
and kept locked. 

0. Every cistern supplied from tho said 
Water Works must bo absolutely watertight, 
and provided wiLh n ball cock and proper 
moans of access and inspection and must not 
have an ovo-flow or wasto pipo unless the 
same ia construct d to tho aatlsf sctlon of tho 
Water Commissioner or City Engineer. 

7. Every water closet supplied from the said 
Walor Works must he p ovldt d with a full and 
complete apparatus, with proper valves bo 
arranged to lot down not more than one boot or 
division full of water at each pull and to pre- 
vent tho water from running to waste by Inst- 
tentlon or neglect, and a proper basin, Ecatter. 
or, weighted lever, pan, trap and other appli- 
ances needful to prt vent such wator closet from 
becoming a nuisance and inducing an undue 
consumption of wator ; and the valves must bo 
worked t.y brass or copper wires. Every self- 
acting or pull-down water closet must bo of a 
descilptlon approved by tho Water Commis- 
sioner or City Engine or. Tho double valve ser- 
vico boxes must be provided with a ball tap of 
the approved kind, half an inoh in diameter. 

No water pipe shall communicate with a closet 
otherwise than with the cistern or servico box 
and so na to prevent tho return of foul air or 
impure matter into the pipes of tho said Water 
Works and no water pipo shall communicate 
directly with any uiinal or slop hopper, 

8. No water pipo must bo laid through, In, or 
into any slough, drain, ashpit, manure hole or 
other placo from which, in tho event of decay 
orinlury to auch pipe, tho water of tho said 
Wator Worku might become foul or eacapo 
without observation or without Injury to tho 
consumer. Whoro any snch slough, drain, ash- 
pit, manuro hole, or other placo shall bo in tho 
unavoldablo coureo of tho wator pipo, bucIi 
pipe shall bo paaaed through nn oxtcrior caat 
iron pipo or box of sufficient length and 
strength to nflbrd duo protection to tho wator 
pipo and to bring any leakage or waBto within 
the means of caay dotcction. 

B, No pipo or apparatus shall bo connected 
with tho Baid Wator Works until It has neon 
inspected by tho proper officer ot iho Bold 
Water Works and certified by him to bo in 
accordance with the Water Works regulations. 

10. Every water motor must (unless other- 
wise specially agreed) bo provldod with a 
separate inlot pipo leading from the main or 
other pipo of tho Bald Water Works upon 
which inlot pipo no stop-cock or othor outlet 
lending to or connected with tho premlsos for 
tho supply of which tuch motor is fixed shall 
bo attached. 

11. No plumber or other workman Bhall bo 
allowed to do or perform nny work connected 
with tho supply of wator from the said Water 
Works until ho shall liavo boon admitted, on- 
rolled, and published by tho Wntor Commis- 
sioner as an authorized Water Works plumb')!' 



nnd ahall havo entered into a written engage- 
ment to conform to and comply with 
tho bylaws, ruleB and regulations 
of tho a»ld Corporation in relation 
tho construction nnd management of tho works 
and lilting i to which 3uch by-laws, mica und 
regulations shall from lime to timo apply ; and 
any niaater plumber whoao nnmo haa not been

12. Until otherwise orderod by the Water 
Commisaioncr by notice to bo published soven 
days boforo taking efloct, from tho 15th day of 
April to tho lath day of September, both inclu- 
sive, In each year, no consunior of the water cf 
tho aald Wator Works ahall uao auch water for 
Irrigating except on tho respeotivo days horo- 
inafter mentioned, viz.: 

In tho North Ward, on Mondays and Thurs- 
days. 

Ia the Centro Ward, on Tuesdays and Fri- 
days ; and 

In the South Ward, on Wednesdays and 
Saturdays. 

13. In every caso in which a building or block 
of buildings occupied under two or moro 
ucpnrato tenancies, each of such tenancies 
shall, for tho purposa of this by-law, bo con- 
sidered ns a sep irate building, and Bhall not bo 
supplied with tho wator of tho sold Wator 
Works except by means of a separate pipo laid 
from tho outer edge cf tho sidewalk, with a 
proper stop cock ; but an ofllco or room, or lint 
of offices or rooms, not being on tho main floor 
of a building, shall not b'3 considered; aa a 
separate tonanoy. 

14. Any porson or persons vacating nny 
promises that havo been supplied with water 
from tho city main, or who may wish to dis- 
continue tho uso thereof for a period of net less 
than ono month, must givo one weok's notice 
of the samo to thl Commissioner in writing, 
otherwise such person or persons will bo liable 
for tho rent thoioof.

To Regulate Hawkers and Peddlers. 

WHEREAS, in aocordnnco with tho provi- 
sions of tho Municipal Act, 1892, nnd amenda- 
tory Acts thoroto. tho Council is enipoworcd to 
make, alter and ropoal bj-lawa intor alia to 
license, regulnto and govorn hawkers and ped- 
dlers in Buch manner aa may bo deemed ex- 
pedient. 

Theroforo, tho Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria euacts aa fol- 
lows 

The Hawkers and Poddlors Numbering 
By-law. 1893 (No. 180), is hereby repoalod, and 
tho following by-law substituted therefor : 

2. Kvory Hawker or Peddler hawking or 
peddling within tho limits of tho C.ty of Vic- 
toria Bhall pny a license fee of $20 for every six 
months, us provided by tho Rovonuo By-law, 
1893. 

3. Kvory Hnwker or Peddler llconscd under 
tho Rovonuo By-law, 1893, ahnll at tho time of 
tho isauo of hia llcenso receivo from tho Col- 
lector a plato bearing n number, which ahall 
be affixed on a prominent p'neo on tho outeido 
of his wagon, cart »i other vehicle or basket, 
or othor recoptnelo for carrying or convoying 
his good*, vvn'os or mcrohaudiso, and Bal( j 
plato shall rcmata hereon during tho period 
for which tho llcenso is .wanted, or In caso 
more than ono baskot or othor receptacle is 
carried by thu licensee, then tho plato shall bo 
attached to ono of such baaketa or other re- 
ceptacles, and auch plate ahall bo returned to 
tho Codec or at tho expiration of tho term of 
tho liconso, and may bo roiasuod by him. 

1. Any porson convicted of a breach of this 
by-law ahall forfeit nnd pay at tin discretion 
of the convicting mngiitrato a ponalty not ex- 
ceeding tho Bum of fifty dollars for each ollbnco 
exclusive of coata, and in dofault of payment 
of tho said ponalty nnd costs forthwith tho 
Baid penalty and costs or costs only may bo 
levied by distress and silo of tho goods and 
chattels of tho oil'endor, and !in caso of thero 
being no distress found out or which such pen- 
alty can bo levied tho convicting mngistrnto 
may commit tho oll'ondor to tho common jail 
of tho city of Victoria, with or without hard 
labor, for any period not exceeding ono calen- 
dar month unless tho said penalty and costs bo 
Boonor paid. 

5. This by law may bo cited as "Tho Hawkers' 
and Poddlors' AmendmentlBy-law, 1891."|

The Grand Lodge, Knights of Pythias of 
British Columbia, continued its session yes- 
terduy morning with tho appointment of tho 
various working committees. The list when 
completed was us follows : Committee on 
constitution — W. J. Dwyer, T. Ackerman 
and A. G. Richardson ; on credentials — W.

Suprt me Chancellor Blackwell was a visi- 
tor to the lodge 'tunug the morning session, 
and was veiy favorably impressed by tho 
various reports. Tim annual addreea and 
report of the G rand Ciancellor showed un 
increase for the year ot 347 nfembera within 
the jurisdiction. Three uew and flourish- 
ing lodges have been organized, and four 
more are to follow in tho near future 

W. K. Leighton, grand koepor of records 
and teal, reported 1,331 members in good 
standing in tho nineteen lodges throughout 
tho province. 

Ai mo close of theBO reports tho Supremo 
Chaiicollor addressed the Grand Lodge. 
Tiio order now numbered some 500,000, and 
if tho present rate of progreas continued 
there was no doubt that before tho end of 
ten years to come fully 1,000,000 truo and 
loyal kuights would bo enrolled under the 
Pythian banner. The necessity of working 
in perfect harmony with tho government; 
was brought out as absolutely necessary to 
tho boat success of tho order in any country. 
This waa fully appreciated by the Suprotne 
Lodgo when they resolved to allow tho use 
of rituals only in tho language of tho coun- 
try in which they woro to be used. 

Tho Uniform Rank should bo made a 
strong feature of the order in all landa. In 
any country it waB a good thing to havo the 
young mon thoroughly drilled, Tho strength 
of this branch of tho order would soon be 
shown at Washington, D.C., when at the 
next meeting of tho Supremo Lodgo over 
25,000 Sir Knights would parade on Penn- 
sylvania avenue for roviow by tho President 
of the United States. The speaker strongly 
urged that British Columbia should be re- 
presented at that meeting. 

At the oloso of the addrosa the following 
resolution waa read and adopted : 

" Whereas the Supreme Lodge at their 
aeaaion in Kansas City adopted the new 
ritual as revised by tho Supreme Loriso 
committee during lecess, and " 

" Whereas tho officers and representa- 
tives of the Supreme Lodge ^BBed a reso- 
lution to the effect that, the~ritu.il Bhould 
only b« printed & tho Eogllsh language, 
and. 

" Wheroas members of so called German 
lodges have openly rebelled and violated 
their obligation to a great extent within the 
past few monthB by banding themsolvea 
together and demanding by resolutions 
passed unanimously at ono of their meetings 
to command the Supreme Chancellor to have 
the ritual printed in German language with- 
in a certain time, thereby violating their 
obligations, and 

" Whereas tho matter will be brought be- 
fore the Supremo lodge seBsion to be held in 
tho city of Washington ; 

" Therefore be it resolved, that wo, tho 
officers and members of the Grand Lidge, 
aasembled in tho city of Victoria, do in- 
struct tho Supreme representatives for 
British Columbia to auatain the action of the 
Supreme lodgo session, held in Kansas City, 
Mo., in the year 1802, in regard to the 
ritual and to use all honorablo ineano to 
havo the present law carried into effect." 

After some informal discussion the lodgo 
adj jurned. 

The afternoon session waB auspended in 
order to enable tho members to take part, 
in tho closing courteeies extended by the 
local lodgo to tho Supromo Chancellor and 
tho other distinguished visitors. Twelve 
carriages were in waiting and n visit, was 
paid to the Beacon Hill paik, tho Gorge 
and other points of interest, winding up at 
Esquimalt. Here a steam launch, under 
command of Capt. Din Mcintosh, took the. 
visitors on board H. M.S. Royal Arthur, after 
a thorough inspection of which the party 
returned to the city. Supremo Chancellor 
Blackwell returned to tho United StateB 
yesterday evening on the Kingston. 

The Grand Lodgo mot again iu tho even- 
ing, whon tho routine business was resumed. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Tho Grand Lodgo mot at 7 o'clock in tho 
evening and procuedod with the con3idera 
lion of reports. A committee consisting of 

G. S. Russell, J. B. Kennedy and Thomas 
Doasy was appointed to visit tho Bteamer 
K*nnston,and on behalf of tho Grand Lodge 
bid farewell to tho Supromo Chancellor. On 
motion the Pythian Sontinol was accepted 
us the official organ of tho Grand Lodgo of 
British Columbia. A motion to dispense 
with tho per diem and mileage allowance to 
Past Grand Chanoollors was laid over for one 
year. Several amendments to tho Grand 
Lodge constitution wero considered. 



Tax on Slate Hanks Not Iteprnlcd. 

Washington, Juno 7.— By a vote of 172 
to 102 tho Houao has decided not to repeal 
the law imposing a tax of 10 por cent upon 
tho issues of Stato banks and othor upsocia- 
tioua. It decided without division to kill 
tho Bravvloy bill, which proposed to suspend 
tho operation of tho law as to c irtiucates 
and othor evidences of money issued by 
clearing hounen and other aflaooiations dur- 
ing the currency panic of '03. This latter 
action is unexpected because in tho course 
of the ton dayB debate just closed there had 
boon no objection expressed. Just before 
tho voto was talton it was reported on tho 
floor that '.)0 opponents of tho repeal were 
absent and unpaired.

This was evi- 
dent from tho first, in Bpito of the faot that 
tho Opposition hud brought a number of 
"clutiuers" (as the Times calls them) from 
Vancouver and New Westminster to out- 
number and outahout tho genuine eleotors 
of the riding. 

Reeve Schou presided, and at tho conclu- 
sion of the mooting, which was not arrived 
at until after one o'clock in the morning, 
wltin most of the Bottlers had left, the 
"olaquers," however, remaining in full 
foroe, Borne ono moved a vote of censure 
against tho Government, which had to be 
socondod by a stranger to tho riding, in tho 
person of Mr. A. Williams, tho Opposition 
candidate for Vancouver, as not ono of the 
settlers or voters of the riding could bs in- 
duced to second the resolution. This waB 
too much for tho chairman, Mr. Schou, who, 
although a prominent Oppositionist, wub 
too fair minded and had too muoh apprecia- 
tion of the rightB of his constituents to per- 
mit a body of strangers to misrepresent 
their views. So Mr. Roevo wanted to know 
how tho voto was to be taken, and demand- 
ed that tho Vancouvor and New West- 
minster " clafjuors " should withdraw. 
Mr. Davie drew attention to tho 
fact that moat of the voterB 
of the ridiug had already left, and filr. 
Schou agreed with him, remarking that, ao 
far as ho could judge, only somo sovonteen 
or eighteen of them wero there, and ho 
had decided that the voto must bo confined 
to these.
